Britain, Iceland Begin Talks

ters)—In a move to end. the 
cod war. ‘Iceland and Britain 
agreed today to reopen negotia- 
tions tomorrow after British 
warships withdraw from Iceland's 

Talks to settle the seven-month- 
old fishing dispute between the 
two NATO allies will be held in 
Oslo. 

Iceland had refused to 
negotiate until Eritain removed 
six frigates’ sent to protect 
British trawlers defying Iceland's 
unilateral declaration of an ex- 
clusive fishing zone stretching 200 
miles from its shores, 

In London, the Defense Minis- 
try said that the frigates would 
withdraw tonight to just beyond 
the 200-mile limit and wait there 
until the Oslo talks end. The 
Foreign Office said this was 
being.'done “in the belief that 
negotiations could now be held 
with 6 good prospect of agree- 
ment.” 

Good Atmosphere 

Forty-two British trawlers now 
operating east of Iceland were 
ordered to stop fishing to help 
create a good atmosphere forthe 
conference, 2ccording to London 
‘officials.

_ WASHINGTON, May 30 (NYT). 
—The stop-Carter movement is 
alive but not particularly well in 


a word. Certainly there is no 
cabal functioning here. Rather, 
there is a loose and shifting al-~ 
liance of persons who either dis-

one else better and know that 
the former Georgia governor 
must be stopped short of the

- eratic presidential nomination to 


‘give the other aspirants a chance. 

It will not be easy, because 
Mr. Carter seems certain to 
emerge from the final primaries 
on June 8 with between 1,100 and 
1,250 delegates, and the record 
of recent. stop actions—-against 
. ‘John Kennedy in 1960, Richard 
Nixon in 1968, and Sen. George 
McGovern in 1972—is unimpres- 
sive. 

But the effort is under way, 
accompanied by comments such 
as that made by Alan Baron, one 
Of the strategists, who works for 
Sen, McGovern of South Dakota. 
“A lot of our people see Carter 
as a positive evil, surrounded by 
a staff committed to no ideals, 
like [H.R.J Haldeman and [Joho] 
Bhrlichman.” Mr. Baron said, re- 
ferring to two aides of former 
President Richard Nixon, 

Ganging Up 

Mr, Carter has counterattack- 
ed, accusing his opponents in 
Cincinnati on Thursday of striv- 
ing to maintain at-all costs their 
own “entrenched, unresponsive, 
bankrupt, irresponsible political 
He said his adversaries 
were ganging up on him to deny 
him what he bad already earned, 

To which Sen. Frank Church 
of. Idaho, ope of Mr. Carter's 
main rivals, responded yesterday 
with uficharacteristic acerbity, 
“Nobody ever promised him a rose 
garden.”

Levi Will Not Seek 
‘High Court Review

WASHINGTON, May 30 (NYT). 
‘—Reversing his tentative deci- 
slon of three weeks ago after 
strong protests from civil rights 
leaderz and others, Attorney 
General. Edward Levi decided 
yesterday | not’ to use the Boston 
school-busing case as the Ford 
administration's vehicle for seek- 
ing Supreme Court reconsidera- 
tion of busing as a means .of 
integration. _ 

Mr. Levi announced that he 
would not intervene before the 
Supremes Court in the Boston 
case unless the court decided on 
its own to hear the case. It is 
considered highly uniikely that 
#t will do so, especially in view 
of the Justice Department's de- 
cision—atter highly publicized de-~ 
bate—not.to ask for the raview. 

Mr. Levi did not abandon the 
Justice Department position that 
there should be 2 Supreme Court 
review of the busing issue in 
some future case. President Ford 
directed Mr. Levi some months 
ago to find an “appropriate” 
case in which to ask the court 
to reconsider the law on busing. 


Ford Statement 


Mr. Ford reiterated that posi- 
tion. himself in a statement re~ 
leased yesterday by the White 
- House press office. He said-he 
had informed Mr. Levi “that I 
respect his decision not to inter- 
vene at this time,” but imme- 
diately added: “I have directed 
the attorney general to continue 
an active search for a busing 
case which would be suitable for 
judicial review of current case 
Jaw on forced school busing.” 
He also emphasized that he 
hed asked Mr, Levi to “acceler- 
ate his efforts to develop legis- 
lative remedies to minimize 
forced school busing.”

Kissinger Tactic 
In News Briefing 


‘WASHINGTON, May 3° | WP), 
—The State Department will 
appeal a court decision under 
which Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger would be identified as 
the “senior U.S. official” who 
made certain comments about 
the Vladivostok arms agreement 
at a press briefing in 1974. 

In the first decision of its kind

With all the ILO's 131 member 
states entitled to participate m 
the two-week conference for pro- 
moting development policies 
aimed at making more jobs, the' 
Arab countries and their Third- 
World Communist supporters will 
be proportionately more numerous 
than in the executive group. 

‘Last year the PLO won observer 
status at the ILO Assembly's 
meeting. The United States 
strongly opposed that move by the 
ΣΟ. In November Washington 
put the ILO on two-year notice 
that the United States would 
withdraw from the organization if 
the trend toward politicizing its 
activities continued. 

Yesterday the U.S. governnient’s 
delegate on the Executive Council 
and the representatives of D.S. 
trade unions and employers 
strongly opposed acceptance of 
the PLO bid for observer status 
at the World Employment Con~ 
ference. 

The government delegates of 
Britain, France, Italy, Norway, 
Canada and Australia announced 
that they would vote against ac- 
cepting the PLO. Three uniden- 
tified African delezates were 
among those who abstained. 

Daniel Horowitz, the U.S. gov- 
ernment'’s representative, de- 
nounced what he termed an ‘at- 
mosphere of menace” that he said 
had been created by the threats 
of the PLO supporters to cause 
“turmoil” at the conference if the 
governing body failed to act fa- 
vorably on the Palestinians’ re- 
quest.

Never in human history has mankind's 
Global interdependence been written so 
largé; never before have so many agencies 
existed for seeking to make it work. Yef 
from Nairobi to Geneva to New York to 
Vancouver it is painfully clear that the 
search for global solutions is continually 
handicapped by local concerns—that the 
worid. in fact, Is still too diverse to present 
a united front to the dangers that threaten 
it. 

In Nairobi, for example. there was con- 
frontation between the ostensibiy rich and 
the assertediy poor nations over terms of 
trade. The latter were able to present some- 
thing of ἃ common front--since they were 
demanding, not giving. The former were 
divided on what to give and how to give it. 

In Geneva, where the International Labor 
Organization is to hold its annual meeting. 
followed by ἃ conference on employment 
and poverty, one political bone of conten- 
tion—participation of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization—was whisked away by 2 
close vote, but the threatened withdrawal of 
the United States (which supplies a quarter 
of the ILO budget) still looms. The United 
States feels that the free labor unions of 
the industrialized non-Communist world 
have too little impact m te organization 
85 against the government-controlied labor 
groups of Communist and dictatorial states. 


Im Vancouver a large gathering named 
Habitat is talking about housing and the 
environment on a global scale. But apart 
irom the dissemination of information— 
often contradictory—Habitat has no power 
to act. 

And in New York, the home of the United 
Nations, which sponsors these assemblies, 
and which does have certain international 


authority, a.state of semi-paralysis, affect- Ὁ 


ing the whole global body (except insofar as 
the power of speech is concerned) has long 
been evident. It has not even been able 
to come up with so urgent and practical 
an approach to world needs as a iaw of 
the sea, for which ample precedents exist. 
εὐ If the first world wants to give too little, 
the second to assert political hegemony; the 
third to call for miracles, stalemate and 
eventual chaos could result. But a measure 
of compromise, of really intelligent self- 
interest. could bring some real progress 
where it is needed. To be sure, the same 
is true of Lebanon. of Northern Ireland, 
and other crisis spots; human inability to 
give an inch, even when that means death 
and destruction, is an old failing of the race. 
Nevertheless, rational solutions are possible 
in human affairs—and they are desperately 
needed now in such areas as trade, poverty 
and the environment. May they soon be 
forthcoming. 


‘Nuclear Test Limits 


The new Soviet-U.S. treaty restricting 
peaceful nuclear explosions tPNE'‘s) that 
was signed by President Ford and Soviet 
Communist party leader Brezhnev on Fri- 
day paradoxically does more to eurb the 
military atom than the 1974 weapons limita- 
tion pact that spawned it. And the PNE 
treaty itself 4s overshadowed by its annex, 
ἃ protocol four times longer that is by far 
the single most important document in this 
two-year complex of agreements. This is 
the protocol that provides for the first time 
@ precedent for on-site inspection of arms 
contro! measures inside the Soviet Union, 
and provides it τὰ an extraordinarily de- 
tailed way. 

The ceiling of 150 kilotons is too high to 
significantly curb development improvement 
of nuclear warheads, since the weapons 
effects of larger ylelds can be extrapolated 
from smaller explosions. even those con- 
ducted wnderground. But ceflings, once 
established, can be reduced—as this one 
must be. 

More important, the same ceiling was set 
for peaceful nuclear explosives as for the 
military variety. What that says to the 
world is that peaceful nuclear explosions are 
indistinguishable from weapons tests, even 
it they are intended to move earth rather 
than Kill people. CivHian and military nu- 
elear devices are made much the same way 
and both can be used to improve bomb 
technology; that is why on-site inspection 
of PNE’s is necessary. 

The effect of the 16-month negotiation 


at 200 meetings may be to make on-site 
inspections a dead letter in advance by 
discouraging the large underground explo- 
sions that would require Ὁ. But that, in 
itself, would be a gain, since the Soviet 
Union initially sought to avoid any limit 
on PNE yields as well as inspection teams 
on Soviet soil. . 

More important, the negotiation has 
brought home to the world, as well as to 
the Soviet science-policy elite, the growing 
U.S. conviction that there is no safe and 
economically advantageous way to make use 
of civilian nuclear explosions, a conviction 
that has brought the U.5. PNE program to 
8. halt, ἷ 

Both in educating the world against the 
PNE illusion and in taking 2 further small 
step toward 8. total nuclear test ban—only 
underground explosions are permitted by 
the 1963 test-ban treaty—the new treaty 15 
chiefly important in discouraging prolifers- 
tion of nuciear weapons technology around 
the world. : 

India has claimed that its first nuclear 
explosion was for civilian purposes, and 
other near-nuclear Third World countries 
—such as Brazil, Iran and Pakistan—have 
been seeking dangerous nuclear technology 
ostensibly for similar peaceful uses. That 
pretense will be harder. to maintain now 
that the two nuclear superpowers after a 
long, difficult negotiation have arrived at 
@ treaty that repudiates such concepts. 
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House Out of Order 


A young woman on the staff of the House 
Administration Committee has publicly as-

Hays acknowledged in a speech to the House 
that he had “a relationship” with the wom- 
an but he carefully denied that he hired 
her to perform other than normal clerical 
duties. His cantion is understandable be~ 
cause ἃ federal grand jury is already inves- 
tigating whether both participants may be 
guilty of defrauding the public. - 

This scandalous episode calls attention to 
the deficiencies in institutional checks and 
baiances governing the operations of Con- 
gress. To its credit, the House Democratic 
leadership, acting through the Policy and 
Steering Committee, recommended 18 months 
ago that Hays be stripped of bis chairman- 
ship. His autocratic and punitive conduct 
gS a committee chairman had long made 
him a figure of fear on Capitol Hill. Unfor- 
tunately, a majority of the members of the 
House Democratic Caucus, including numer- 


ous freshmen elected as reformers, rejected | 


the Steering Committee’s recommendation 
and re-elected Hays. He survived because 
of favors he had performed and because, 
as chairman of the House Democratic Cam- 
paisn Committee. he had doled out cam- 
paign contributions to many colleagues. 
When the caucus failed in this instance, 
the House provided no other balancing 
restraint. It has long been apparent that 
there should be ἃ limut on how long anyone 
eould seme as a committee chairman; but 
the principle of automatic rotation in office, 
even if it had been in effect, would not 
have worked in the Hays case since he has 


been Administration Committee chairmen 
for little more than five years. 

In that comparatively brief tirhe, he was 
able’ to put on an astonishing display of 
empire-building. When he became chairman 
in January, 1971, the committee and its 
subcommittees had a total of only 28, em- 


Ployees. ‘Within six months, this number - 


had grown to 49, and today it is 274, making 
it the largest staff of any House committee. 
The committee's duties bave expanded 
somewhat in this period, but they have 
hardly expanded ten-fold. 

One of the Administration Committee's: 
chief powers is to monitor the payrolls, 
travel allowances and expense accounts of 
all other committees, but it is exempt from 
any effective scrutiny of its own expen- 
ditures. This deficiency can be remedied if 
the leaders of both parties ὅτι the House are 
prepared to accept formal responsibility for 
supervising the budgets of runaway com- 
mittees. 

The so-called Ethics Committee headed by 
Rep. John Flynt, D-Ga, has once again 
proved flabby and evasive. Twenty-nine 
members of the House joined in asking the 
committee to investigate Hays’s conduct, but 
Fiynt has taken refuge in the technicality 
that their petition does not constitute the 
Sworn, formal complaint of specific wrong- 
doing that his committee requires to begin 

Whether or not Hays has violated the 
law, he clearly has exposed the failure of 
the House of Representatives to keep its own 
affairs in good order. This is more than 
a case of one man’s pectcadiilos. It is proof 
of disorganization and irresponsibility in 
the workings of the Heuse.

The court order 
had been requested by a U.S.- 
owned firm ‘The State Depart- 
ment said the Panamanians 
claimed the incident occurred 
outside U.8. territory.

BOUL «+ WP;.—Seuth Korea's 
secret police agency is steat- 
ily extending its covert grasp 
2 national life and its aura of 
fear is widening, according to 
‘uumerous sources in this capital. 
Answerabie only to President 
Chung Hee Park. the Korean 
Central Intelligence Agency 
conducts control end surveillance 
measures against the armed 
forces. Cabinet ministers civil 
servants, professors, political and 
religious opposition figures and 
ordinary citizens to guarantee 
the internal security of the 
regime. 

The KCIA's domestic actiritles 
have increased sharply since 
1972. when, under martial law, 
Mr. Park instituted 2 new Con- 
stitution granting him unlimited 
powers. Diplomatic observers say 
that as the instrument chosen 
to enforce the President's increas- 
ingly repressive rule. the ECLA 
has become more powerful and 
more feared. 

“They incur the enmity of the

Popularity Unknown
